| from us, the more wonderful they 
appear The fact that such a 
crowd, probably the largest that 
ever in the history of the Himpire

Under the peculiar 
conditions of the contest, it is diffi- 
cult to say what the result will be. 
Dr. Deveber did not have an easy 
time of it at the last election and 
he was a strong candidate, a resi- 
dent of the riding for many years 
aud carrying the prestige of a cabi- 
net position, While the Rutherford 
adiministration has made a_ good 
start and is not open to serious 
criticism in any particulars, Leth- 
bridge would do the province 
excellent service by returning Mr, 
Ives. A weak opposition is greatly 
to be deplored and while Messrs. 
Robertson and Hiebert have during 
the week made a better showing 
than was expected of them, it can- 
not be said that they have come 
anywhere near mecting the require- 
ments, Mr, Ives is aman of ability 
and as head of the party would 
make it an effective fighting force. 

There is no exeuse for the intro- 
duction of a Jabor candidate into 
the contest, ‘Nhe matters in dispute 
with the mine-owners have nothing 
to do with provincial politics and it 
will not help the cause of the 
strikers in any degree to endeavor 
to make them an issue.

A Line to Hdmonton by way of 
Medicine Hat being planned. 


The Medicine Hat News says:—Mr F,

From the Press Gallery. 


The press gallery isn’t really a gallery 
in the improvised chamber of the legis- 
lature of Alberta but amid the temporary 
conditions under which the work of 
government is being carried on, uo one 
will object to the courtesy of this desig- 
nation, Atany rate, the department of 
public works has made as satisfactory 
provision for the newspaper men as 
could be expected under the circum- 
stances and they are taking full advant- 
age of it, Among the outside journalists 
who have been here are J, J. Young, of 
the Calgary Herald; W. M. Davidson, of 
the Calgary Albertan and V, C, French, 
of the Wetaskiwin Times. Mr Davidson 
will be here for the rest of the session, 

Another newspaper man more con- 
stantly in attendance than any of the 
others is J, R, Cowell, who besides being 
clerk of the House, a position for which 
he is admirably fitted in every way, is 
also editor of the Red Deer Advocate, 

The assembly room at the top of Mac- 
Kay Avenue Sheool makes an excellent 
legislative chamber, ‘The speaker's chair 
is placed at the south end. In two of 
the corners are committee and cloak 
rooms, ‘The member's desks are, arrang- 
ed according to the following diagram, 
which may be of value to visitors to the 
House who desire to identify the people's 
representatives,

There is plenty of room for spectators 
and a large number were present, in- 
cluding many ladies, at the opening 
sessions, 

The mover of the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne, Mr. C. A. 
Stuart, of Calgary, is the intellectual 
heavyweight of the House. His effort 
was an exceedingly able one and fully 
justified his choice for the honorable 
task. His historical review of the events 
which had Jed up to the establishment of 
a provincial government in September 
was most comprehensive and lucid, Mr, 
Stuart has had an val Ta which 
should fit him pecularly for the discharge 
of his duties as a member of the lepis- 
lature, He was a brilliant student at 
‘Toronto University and afterwards held a 
lectureship in constitutional history. For 
the past, half-dozen years or so lie has 
conducted a large and constantly grow- 
ing legal practice in Calgary. His 
election in Gleichen over a rancher, resi- 
dent in the constituency, shows how the 
west appreciates a man of his sterling 
attainments, Such a triumph as his is a 
happy augury for the province's political 
future, 

Mr. Puffer, the seconder of the ad. 
dress, unlike Mr. Stuart, is a typical 
westener in appearance with a blunt, 
straight-forward method of speaking. 
His boundless faith in the country’s 
future was clearly manifested throughout 
his address, He entered a strong plea 
for government aid to the live stock in- 
dustry, urging the promotion of live 
stock sales, 

When the House was opened in the 
rink last Thursday, Mr, Robertson, of 
High River, assumed the seat of the 
leader of the opposition and will?dis- 
charge the duties of that post for the pre- 
sent at least. Should Mr, Ives be elect- 
ed in Lethbridge there is no doubt that 
he would be supplanted, But hie has 
shown much greater strength on the 
floor of the Honse than was looked for, 
Mr. Robertson, is a tall, slight, young- 
looking man and speaks with ease, He 
has one of the very few good voices to he 

\ heard in the House and if he could shake 
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off some of the mannerisms, which are 
associated with the pulpit, he would hea 
most effective debater, He hadn't a 
strong case in his opening contribution 
to the debate on the address but he made 
the best of it, He took the ground that 
no real autonomy had been granted the 
province and predicted that when the 
people came to understand the real 
character of the schoo! law, they would 
rise in their might and overthrow the 
government which lad fastened it on 
them, He charged that federal inter: 
ference had played a strong part in the 
recent elections and that the departinent 
of public works had pushed operations in 
various parts of the province in order to 
influence voters, 

The premier commenced his address on 
Monday shortly before adjournment, con- 
cluding it the next afternoon. He de- 
voted himself, for the most part, to 
elaborating on the various points raised 
in the Speech from the ‘Throne. For a 
first minister, Mr Rutherford has an 
excéedingly poor delivery and even at 
the press bench his words could only be 
heard with the greatest difficulty. 

Mr Hiebert, who, but for the returning 
officer's decision in High River, would 
have had the whole of the responsibilities 
of opposition upon his shoulders, was 
listened to with keen intereit, © He had 
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his matter carefully prepared andl made 
ona whole a good impression, despite the 
fact that in several particulars the last 
part of his speech directly contradicted 
the first, He moved an amendment em- 
bodying the criticism offered by Mr 
Robertson and himself, ‘The Autonomy 
Act, he pointed out, read that “The 
Capital shall remain at Kdmonton until 
the T,ieutenant-Governor in Council shall 
otherwise direct.” In view of this, ‘he 
did not see how the government could 
throw the responsibility of selection back 
upon the House, : 

He contended that we should he able 
to establish what schools we like. Mr 
Hiebert is one of the striking figures on 
the floor of the House, He belongs toa 
Dutch family which was driven from 
Holland by persecution to Southern 
Russia two centuries ago. When he was 
a young inan persecution again forced 
them to move and they dame to Manitoba, 
Six years ago he became a resident of 
Didsbury, 

Hon, Mr Cross was warmly applauded 
when he rose on ‘Tuesday afternoon to 
make his maiden effort, both as a minister 
and as amember, It was a most effective 
one, ‘The diversity of Conservative views 
on the school question he forcibly ilus- 
trated and) expressed surprise that that 
issue should be raised after the cimphiatic 
verdict which had been passed by the 
poople of Alberta on November Oth last. 
He pointed out that the Conservative 
convention at Red Deer had distinctly 
stated that the question of a Capital 
should not be made a party one, ‘The 
opposition speakers had urged upon the 
governtnent the necessity of removing 
the burden inflicted on the taxpayers 
through the C.PLR. ae It was 
a strange thing, remarked Mr Cross, to 
front a Conservative opposition now ask- 
ing a Liberal government to remove 
burdens which a Conservative ygovern- 
ment nearly a quarter of a century pgo 
had imposed upon the country in the face 
of the strongest protests of the Liberal 
opposition of that day, 

Hon, Mr Cushing does not lay claim to 
the ordinary graces of the orator. He is 


distinctly the business man of the govern- 
ment and his address on Tuesday was 
just what was to be expected from a 
gentleman of his character, It was the 
matter-of-fact statement of aman who is 
honestly trying to apply to the conduct 
of his department the same methods as 
have enabled him to build up his own 
business and who wishes to be judged 
solely on his record as an administrator, 
He strongly resented the charge that any 
public operations had been carried on for 
political effect. 

In his reply to the ministers Mr Rob- 
ertson nade one statement which deserves 
to go on record ' The school system, he 
said, into which the government at 
Ottawa coerced us, backed up by Quebec, 
far.from being the best in the Dominion, 
as4tis claimed, is, in niy opinion, the 
very worst,’' He intended to keep on 
agitating: for one class of school and one 
alone, The Province, he held, was 
entering: the Dominion as a poor relation, 
It was not in keeping with its dignity to 
be in the position of a remittance man, 

Hon, Mr Cushing seta dangerous pre- 
cedent Tuesday when he told the first 
story that has punctuated an address in 
the Legislature, Mr Robertson soon 
followed with another, and now that it is 
known that the Speaker intends te allow 
this kind of thing, there is no telling 
where it will end. 

The close attention with which the 
members have been following the pro- 
ceedings could not help to attract atten- 
tion, When they are no longer so new 
to their duties and meet amid other 
surroundings, we may be sure that this 
good behaviour will not continue,  Di- 
versions soon crop up, At Ottawa the 
interest which many of the members 
show in going down to view the corner 
stone in the basement while the House is 
in session has long been a source of won- 
der to visitors—until they go to see the 
corner stone themselves, 

The parliamentary rule forbidding one 
member to refer to another by name is 
broken every moment orso, ‘The Speaker 
is evidently not a strong disciplinarian, 

The chief applauders of the House are 
John ‘I’, Moore, M.P,P. for Red Deer, and 
Frank Walker, M.P.P. for Victoria, No 
budding orator can complain of lack of 
encouragement at their hands,

The authorities at Ottawa have 
at last taken steps to relieve the 
present congested condition at the 
Edmonton post office, and by May 
10th it is expected that a temporary 
building will be ready for occupa- 
tion at the corner of McDougall 
aventie and Rice street. MrkK. A. 
McLeod has undertaken to erect 
the structure, part of which will be 
used for store and office purposes. 
It has taken a great deal of . agita- 
tion to bring the departmental 
officers to a realization of the great 
inconvenience and loss which the 
city is experiencing and their 
failure to make a move long before 
this is a severe commentary on 
their methods. Last Saturday 
evening the post-office lobby was 
so densely packed with people 
waiting for their mail that box 
holders could make their way 
through the crowd only after a 
struggle. On all hands complaints 
are heard of letters going astray. 
As is to be expected, even greater 
difficulty is experienced in securing 
newspapers. No one who has 
occasion to go back into the back 
office and see the way mail matter 
has to be tumbled around will 
wonder that so poor a service is 
given. 

At a public meeting in Medicine 
Hat it was agreed to ask to have a 
clause inserted in the city charter 
giving the city power to grant cash 
bonuses to industries. ‘I‘he debate 
on the question wasinstructive. O. 
W. Kealey gave expression to the 
general sentiment prevailing. ‘‘He 
stated’’ says the report of the 
‘Medicine Hat News ‘‘ that he was 
convinced that the bonus system 
was rotton, but when other towns 
gave them, Medicine Hat would 
have to get into line.’’ ‘Thisis the 
arguinent always used to justify 
a municipality in granting such aid 
and from the standpoint of the 
interests of that particular munici- 
pality, it is undoubtedly sound. 
An unjust burden is placed upon 
the taxpayers but it has to be borne 
unless the other towns and_ cities 
are to get all the industries. But 
there is a remedy. If as Mr Kealy 
says, the system is rotten, why 
doesn’t the legislature get rid of it 
altogether before it attains any 
considerable growth? Why should 
it force the municipalities to incur 
expenditure which they would like 
to shirk? ‘The principle is a 
radically wrong one and now at the 
outset of our provincial life, our 
legislators should discourage it al- 
together by enacting a general law. 
In a new country like this we 
should profit by the mistakes of 
older ones and have our industries 
develop along natural and not upon 
artificial lines. 


The large number of Aterican 
capitalists in the West this spring 
and the extent of the investments 
which they are inaking is ample 
evidence of the general confidence 
which this part of the Dominion is 
inspiring, Many shrewd and ex- 


perienced business men from across 
the line have been making Edmon- 
ton their headquarters for the past 
few months and are acquiring a 
large amount of property through- 
out the district. The same if true 
of other parts of the West. F. A. 
Bean, proprietor of a large milling 
concern at New Prague, Minn., 
has just purchased over a quarter 
of a million acres of farm lands in 
Saskatchewan along the line of the 
G.T.P. He is already carrying on 
large agricultural operations on 
50,000 acres north of Esterhazy. 
H. If. Barnum of Minneapolis has 
secured 125,000 acres near Church- 
bridge, All over the country this 
is going on. A vast influx of 
population is now in progress and 
there is every evidence that each 
year for a long time to come will 
see it largely increased. 


It has come to light that in 1902 
Lord Minto pressed upon Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier the acceptance of a 
peerage. The premier, as was to 
expected, declined the offer. He 
has still a great work to do for 
Canada at home. But when he 
feels it advisable to hand over the 
reins of leadership to someone else, 
he might fulfil a useful function in 
the House of Lords and serve a 
distinct imperial purpose there. 
The great obstacle in the way 
would be his lack of means to sus- 
tain such a position. Distinguished 
British statesmen have often had to 
decline peerages for this reason and 
Sir Wilfrid, like Sir John Mac- 
Donald, and unlike some others 
now in public life, has not reaped 
any financial advantage from 
politics. 

The death is announced of an- 
other member of the Liberal old- 
guard, Hon. A. G. Jones, lieuten- 
ant-governor of Nova Scotia, who 
was amember of the adiministrat- 
ion of the Hon. Alex. Mackenzie. 
He was in his 88rd year After a 
successful mercantile career, he 
entered politics shortly before Con- 
federation. In 1878 he became 
minister of militia and defence. 
After the fall of the government, 
he occupied a seat in parliament 
for but a short time. He was ap- 
proaching the end of his guber- 
natorial term at the time of his 
death, 


The annual report of the govern- 
ment telephone system in Australia, 
that has recently been issued, does 
not afford much encouragement to 
the advocates of public ownership 
of this utility, It was hoped that 
with state control more people 
would use the instrument but it 
appears that only two per cent of 
the people do. A_ specialist re- 
commends that the rates in future 
be:—For 600 calls per annuin, two 
per day, be charged in Melbourne 
or Sydney at £L7 per annum, For 
every 600 additional calls he would 
charge £1 extra. For £15 per 
per year he would give what every 
subseriber in Canada receives, an 
unlimited service. He does not 
quote rates for the rural districts, 
though he does discuss the con- 
struction of lines. ‘These he would 
build as cheaply as_ possibile, 
though not so cheaply as to impair 
their efficiency. At the present 
time the country charge in Victoria 
for an unlimited service is £7 per 
anntuin for a line within one mile of 
the exchange. Outside of a mile, 
the subscriber is called upon to pay 
more, and in some instances to pay 
several years’ rent in advance, It 
must be remembered, however, 
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that political conditions in Austra- 
lia have not been such as to con- 
duce to success in an enterprise 
like this. Socialistic agitation has 
prevented the adoption of sound 
business principles and unless these 
are followed, it is certain that any 
system of government ownership 
will fail. If a government tele- 
phone service is to be a good thing 
for Alberta, it must be placed in 
the hands of competent men, who 
will manage it without any regard 
whatever to political considerations. 


Friends and adinirers of Sir 
Charles ‘Tupper will be glad to hear 
that he has almost completely re- 
covered from his recent severe ill- 
ness. ‘TShe veteran baronet is a 
most remarkable old man. At the 
age of 85 he is as active in mind 
and body as the majority of men 
thirty years younger. He is now 
living with his son in British 
Columbia, and it would be a most 
graceful act on the part of the pre- 
sent Dominion government to ap- 
point its old opponent to the 
senatorship from that province 
made vacant by the election to the 
Commons of Hon. William Temple- 
man. We used to hear a great 
deal about senate reform before the 
liberal party was returned to power 
in 1896. But since then no ap- 
pointments to the Upper Chamber 
have been made except on the 
ground of party service. If the 
principle followed in the creation 
of peerages in the old land were 
adopted here, men who have given 
the country distinguished service, 
quite apart from their party affilia- 
tions, would be chosen. <A man of 
so large an experience as Sir Charles 
Tupper would be of the greatest 
value to the Upper Chamber. He 
entered public life over half a 
century ago, was premier of Nova 
Scotia before Confederation and 
was the principal factor in inducing 
that province to enter the Union. 
Some recognition of his services is 
surely due. 


Two reporters, named Fisher and 
Laut, are being proscuted in Tor- 
onto, for stealing from a messenger 
boy aprinter’s proof, which enabled 
them to get the report of the uni- 
versity commission in advance and 
to publish a sensational ‘‘scoop’’ 
in the Toronto World. It is to be 
hoped that they will be made an 
example of. It is by such methods 
as they adopted that journalism is 
brought into disrepute. ‘Those 
who have a taste for the profession 
instinctively shun it for other pur- 
suits when they see that in order 
to attain success as news-gatherers, 
they have to lose their self-respect.

Women’s Christian Tem- 


perance Union 
Notes 


Ata recent luncheon in the city of New 
York twenty-four very young women 
drank thirty-six bottles of champagne, 
and fifteen of them smoked seven dozen 
cigarettes. One of the leading ministers ’ 
of that city says: ‘If the physicians 
dared to tell the secrets of their pro- 
fession they could tell tales and con- 
sequences of drink and cigarette-smoking 
among women which would make our 
breath catch, our blood chill, and our 
hair raise." 

Leaving the drink habit out of the 
question (and it is well known how it is 
undermining our home life) what is it 
that makes the cigarette worse than the 
cigar or pipe ? ‘The reasons are three-fold: 

st.—Because it is cheaper, 

2nd.—fecause it is so mild that it can 
be used in greater quantity and in places 
where ‘the more stifling: smoke of the 
cigar or pipe would. not be permitted, 

3rd.— (And most important) because 
the smoke of a cigarette is drawn into the 
lungs, while that of a cigar or pipe is 
only taken into the mouth, 

The Jungs are made up of millions of 
tiny cells. A very well-known Boston 
physician, Dr, Heber Bishop, a Canadian 
and once surgeon of Her Majesty's 68th 
Regiment, tells us he has seen people not 
only unfitted for business and made 
nervous wrecks, but actually killed b 
the use of the cigarette, and adds: ‘It fs 
explained in this way—The smoke when 
inhaled—that is drawn into the lungs—is 
brought into contract with over 600 cubic 
feet of lung surface, and at once the 
nicotine is ibaot bed and becomes part of 
the blood,’’ It has beet: proven in this 
column that nicotine isa deadly poison. 
It dulls the intellect, saps the vitality and 
causes the animal propensities to predom- 
inate, The ultimate result is a nervous 
collapse of individuality, and the victim 
becomes a physical wreck, 


One of the strongest factors in per- 
suading the boy that it is manly to smoke, 
is the fact that-he can scarcely take up a 
magazing or paper without seeing, either 


among the advertisements or stories, 
pictures of fashionably dressed youths 
with cigarettes in their mouths, I[t is o 


vity that the cigarette is thus popularized, 
The reading matter is frequently no less 
pernicious than the illustrations, In 
some inagazines, in almost every story, 
the men-characters, particularly — the 
heroes, are steeped in liquor and ciyar- 
ettes. Let us try to raise the standard of 
morals in literature, That modern para- 
phrase of the bible—" Asa mian readeth 
80,is he,’’ is not far wrong.

When I was living in the East I 
often heard it said that the differ- 
ence between Calgary and Edmon- 
ton was summed up in the fact that 
the first named was essentially a 
Western town, while Edmonton 
was the absolute counterpart of a 
half dozen small Ontario cities. 
Edmonton was the East over again 
but Calgary was all that was wild 
and picturesque, its population 
being composed mainly of gentle- 
men ranchers, broncho-busters and 
the like. How foolish such a 
statement is the resident of a few 
days in our midst can vouch for. 
We are not anxious to pose as a 
wild and woolly west outfit, but 
neither do we care to be known as 
second edition Easterners. Ed- 
montonians are like no people in 
the world but themselves, and when 
I have said that I have tossed them 
the biggest bouquet in my possess- 
ion. 

Last Thursday morning I went 
out to get my first glimpse of an 
Edmonton holiday cove, and 
what met the gaze on Jasper 
avenue well repaid one the loitering. 
The whole air of the street was a 
festive one, bus?ess being practi- 
cally suspended for the day. Flags 
innumerable floated from every 
building of any. consequence, and 
in the distance came the strains of, 
some long-dead favorite played by 
‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’’ band, while 
the crowd wandered on putting in 
time till the event of the afternoon 
should materialize. 


Calgary may have its cow-boys 
and broncho-busters, but Edmonton 
has everything in sight. You 
realize this as you pass the smartly 
groomed man and encounter a step 
behind his brother in sheepskins. 
Down the middle of the street 
pounds an Indian mounted on a 
broken down pony, and behind him 
comes an officer of the Mounted 
Police, in the smartest get-up on 
the continent. Pretty Galician 
girls with shawls on their heads 
jostle miladi in the latest spring 
head-gear, French, German, 
‘United States’? and dear knows 
what jargons are wafted in on one’s 
ear, but you are unheedful of any- 
thing but the faces of the crowd. 
There truly you havea study. As 
I have said we are a cosmopolitan 
people, and every type from the 
slick Yankee to the stolid Redman 
‘has joined the procession to see the 
‘toot.’’ ‘The word ‘‘toot,” by the 
way, I am using on trust, having 
garnered it from many expressions 
overheard in the rink and on the 
street. 

‘Seem sort of new to the 
job’’ was the comment of more 
than one husky native, as the 
preliminaries to the formal an- 
nouncement were gone through 
with. ‘Catch on to the guy with 
the woman with the hat, don’t he 
just think he’s doing it’’ came from

The Household. 


For a winter dessert try orange and 


date jel . Simmer together a pint and 
a half of water, the juice of a lemon, the 
grated rind of two oranges, half a dozen 
dates, and a little nutmeg. Soak a 
tablespoonful of gelatine in a cup of 
sweet cider, and when the water, boils add 
this, with a cup of sugar and the juice of 
the oranges, Stir well and strain, but 
keep warin, except for a tablespoonful, 
which is to be cooled at once ane used in 
placing orange quartcrs and the halves of 
dates around the edge of a mould set 
directly on the ice, After these are firm 
add more jelly and fruit in layers. Turn 
out when ati and surround with whipped 
cream. 


A simple dessert is made by removing 
the centre of a sponge-cake and filling 
the space with greengage or red raspberry 
jain; the top is then put on again, and 
blanched almonds stuck all over - it. 
Whipped cream is put around the bottom, 
and more alinonds sprinkled over this. 


A delicious Inglish tart is made by 
filling a deep baking-dish with sliced 
apples well sugared, covering with a thin 
rich paste, and baking brown ; this is to 
be eaten fresh, not quite cold, with cream 
and cheese. Canned apricots, drained of 
their juice, may be used instead of apples. 


“A pretty dessert is made with a quart 

of rich custard for a basis, and for this 
the yolks of three eggs are to be used, 
When still hot half a box of gelatine, 
dissolved in cold water, is stirred in and 
the whole strained. Last of all, the stiff 
whites are to be folded in when the cus- 
tard is cold, and the whole is put into a 
fancy mould onice.. When needed it will 
be found to be in three layers, the top one 
transparent jelly, the next custard, and 
the bottom onc foamy white, Candied 
viblets may be put around and on it, and 
whipped cream. 


Still another winter dessert is made by 
steaming jialf a pound of prunes, taking 
out their stones, and filling a circular 
mould, Then a jelly is made with a cup 
of boiling water, the juice of two oranges, 
a tablespoonful of gelatine, a cup of 
sherry, and a cup of sugar, The whole 
is strained over the prunes, and the cen- 
tre of the mould filled with whipped 
cream when it is served. 


An orange pie is a pleasant variety. 
This is made with the usual paste and a 
filling made as follows: Beat together 
one cupful of sugar, rind and juice of one 
orange yolks of three egys, one table- 
spoonful of flour, and a pinch of salt. 
Beat the whites to a stiff froth; add them 
to the other ingredients with two table- 
spoonfuls of milk.
